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By Their Fruits Ye Shall 


Know 


Them 


BY J. B. WEEKS 


“Wherefore by their fruits ye shall 
know them,” Matt. 7:20. 

The above words were spoken by Je- 
sus, so we find out about people by their 
fruits and not what they say every time. 
My father took great delight in growing 
apples in his apple orchard and when he 
had trees that would not bear good fruit 
he would cut them down and burn them 
and put something in their place that 
would pay. Christ said, “Every tree that 
bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn 
down and cast into the fire,” Matt. 7: 
19. If all the talk we hear were real, we 
surely would have many more good peo- 
ple than we have. 

Turn with me to Eccl. 5:1, 2, “Keep 
thy foot when thou goest to the house 
of God and be more ready to hear, than 
to give the sacrifice of fools: for they 
consider not that they do evil. Be not 
rash with thy mouth, and let not thine 
heart be hasty to utter any thing before 
God: for God is in heaven, and thou 
upon earth: therefore let thy words be 
few.” 

“A soft answer turneth away wrath 
but grievous words stir up anger,” Prov. 
1531. 

“If any man among you seem to be re- 
ligious, and bridleth not his tongue, but 
deceiveth his own heart, this man’s re- 
ligion is vain.” 

According to the above description of 
religion, we are forced to believe some 
folks have vain religion. Paul had Phari- 
see religion, and plenty of it, but perse- 
cuted the Church of God, so everything 
that shines is not gold. 

James tells us to be doers of the Word 
and not hearers only. It is so easy to hear 
and not do, so easy to testify good then 
go home and not live our testimony with 
our loved ones. We should have the kind 
of religion that our family could enjoy. 
We should not testify to being saved and 
sanctified then be so unkind to others, so 
unforgiving, so cross; but have that 
good, gentle spirit that we had -when we 
were at church. So many of us fall short 
of our testimony. 

Sometimes we tell folks that our feel- 
ings are not all out, that they are sanc- 
tified, then when something comes along 
that doesn’t suit us we are ready to sull 
or pout. We testify that we have given 
up tobacco and snuff and other things, 
of which we are glad, but we will have 


to prove to this world that we are sanc- 
tified by enduring things that are not 
pleasant. We cannot prove to the world 
that we have religion by handling lamp 
globes alone, but by being kind and gen- 
tle to all with whom we come in con- 
tact. 


We need to keep the door of our 
mouth and carry that sunshiny religion 
to our homes where our children can have 
confidence in us, where husband or wife 
can say amen when we testify, and hold 
their heads up. There is so much that is 
not real. I do want all of us who are 
members of the great Church of God to 
practice what we preach and live right 
seven days a week, then we will not have 


such a time trying to convince people 
that holiness is right. 
I read of a man who was _ touched, 


went to the altar all broken up. The 
preacher asked him what part of his dis- 
course so impressed him. He told the 
preacher that nothing he said touched 
him whatever but it was the good life 
that that widow lived who had testified. 
People are seeking some one who will bear 
good fruits, one who lives right, talks 
right, and is right. 


I heard of a lady who was fussing with 
her family one Monday morning. Her 
pastor heard her and asked her what the 
trouble was. Her reply was that she had 
lost her temper. He told her that he 
would hate to be there when she found 
it. 

It is not the great learning alone that 
will convince the world that holiness is 
right, but it is the life each one of us 
has a privilege to live. We holiness 
preachers like to preach Heb. 12:14, 
“Follow peace with ‘all men and holiness 
without which no man can see the 
Lord.” We like to say “without holiness 
no man can see the Lord,” which is 
right, but in the same verse it says “fol- 
low peace with all men.” We are to love 
our enemies, do good to them that hate 
us, pray for them that despitefully use 
us. We are to love those who do not love 
us as vengeance belongs to God. 

One woman who had invited her pas- 
tor home with her, was telling him how 
mean her husband was and she wanted to 
know what to do. The good pastor asked 
her if she had ever tried heaping coals 
of fire on his head (by being good to 
him). She said, “No, but I have tried hot 
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scalding water and it did not do any 
good.” 

We want the kind of religion Paul and 
Peter had, the kind Daniel had, the kind 
that will do when we are dying, that we 
will lead a quiet and peaceable life with 
all godliness and honesty. Pray for me to 
be a real child of God.

HAVE EATEN 

In Israel’s day, in the time of the 
prophets, the locusts occasionally ap- 
peared in huge swarms, devouring every 
green thing in the sections where they 
were. We have seen photographs of 
these pests and sometimes they almost 


hide the sun. Like a big cloud they trav- 


elled about destroying the crops. Such a 
scourge was and still is a terrible catas- 
trophe visited upon the nations of the 
earth. In the book of Joel we have an 
exceeding graphic description of the on- 
ward sweep of the army of the destroy- 
ers. The terrible havoc wrought by them 
is fully described in the book of Joel. 
Such years of their visitations were years 
of waste. All toil was spent for nought. 
They were years in which many were 
reduced to poverty and want, years of 
complete failure, and it is intimated by 
the prophet that these things come upon 
Israel for their failing to obey God. 
THE LOCUSTS AS SYMBOLS 
We may think of the locusts as sym- 
bols of these things which rob us of what 
is valuable in life. There are years in the 
lives of many people which are virtually 
wasted, and in numerous cases worse 
than wasted. Material comforts are im- 
portant factors in making life worth liv- 
ing. No man’s life will be satisfactory if 
he and those depending upon him are in 
destitute circumstances. If he is walking 
the streets unable to find work, in this 
respect men face conditions which are 
sometimes beyond their control. The 
great financial depression through which 
we have been passing aggravated by 
drouths, earthquakes, destroyers of crops, 
storms, floods, and wars, in a material 
sense is the years which are wasted.

Advice to Pres-hkers 


John Smith was a powerful revivalist 
of more than a generation ago. He gave 
advice to preachers as follows: 

1. Be a man of decision, a winner of 
souls. At Madley the very worldings 
said of Fletcher, “There goes the soul- 
saver!” Make up your mind whether you 
will be a soul-saver or not. 

2. If you decide to be one, thenceforth 
make that your business. Be devoted to 
it; compel everything to bend that way; 
throw all your energies into it. Be rest- 
less. Be always tenderly yearning for sin- 
ners. That is a happy unhappiness. A 
man full of Christlike tears is a noble 
creature. Such concern melts men and 
tells with God. 

3. Keep your eye single. Having chos- 
en your aim, be true to it. Do nothing 
idly or without meaning. 

4. Study the Acts of the Apostles. In 


‘ those Acts lie all the seeds of all evan- 


gelical methods. Cultivate fertility of 
expediency. In principle be fixed, but in 
action manifold. 

5. In composing sermons, first fix 
your eye on what you mean to hit. Let 
nothing in that is not meant to strike. 

6. In selecting the sermon to be 
preached, consider the people, not your- 
self; take not the one that will give you 
the least trouble, nor the one that will 
win you the most credit, but that which 
is most appropriate to the current need. 
If the people be hungry, it is better to 
feed than daggle them, even though you 
were able to do it with sheen of dia- 
monds. 

7. Choose your hymns carefully: Give 
them out heartily and with much in- 
ward devotion. In your first prayer plead 
until the people move; wait until the 
baptism of the -power falls. You must 
not preach without the power. 

8. Preach as a dying man to dying 
men. How would you speak if you were 
sure that in sixty minutes you, with 
nineteen others, would be in eternity, and 
at present of all the twenty you only 
are saved? In such a case, how would you 
entreat and warn and weep? Do as much 
like that as you can every time you stand 
with God’s message of mercy among 
poor, sin-smitten, dying hearers. 

9. Never doubt either God’s presence, 
God’s Word, God’s pity, or God’s power. 
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10. During the closing prayer, remem- 
ber that success or failure will be pro- 
tracted through eternity. 

11. If strength permits, marshal the 
after-meeting yourself. Study the pecu- 
liarities and tastes of the people among 
whom you labor. Teach the people to 
confess what they receive and for your- 
self watch, pray, and believe.

It is said of Wm. McDermott that

with John Smith before those memorable 
seasons of revival in which multitudes of 
sinners were won to Christ. In an agony 
of prayer, with broken hearts and weep- 
ing eyes, and the pleading of faith, they 
wrestled with the Angel of the Covenant 
until they knew that they had _ taken 
hold of the strength of God. Then they 
always secured the fulfillment of the 
promise. It was said of John Smith that 
when he came downstairs in the morn- 
ing, his eyes were sometimes well-nigh 
swollen with weeping. He, himself, used 
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to say that prayer need not have been 
so protracted if they had had stronger 
faith.” 





Do not let Satan get the advantage of

Notice the great men of the Bible who 
started in youth.

1. Let us notice that God had His 
hand upon Joseph and begun to work 
with him when he was young. 

2. The path of unjust persecution and 
suffering was the path which led to 
Joseph’s life of blessing. There was no 
other path to the promotion and honor 
that came to him, 

3. Notice the straight line to which 
Joseph kept. He put God first and 
through all his hardships, he never lied, 
complained, or blamed others. A good 
example for all, the old as well as the 
young. 

4. The extreme cruelties and wrongs of 
his brethren and others, Joseph readily 
forgave. A lesson for us all. No one can 
be an example of true Christlikeness who 
holds ill-feelings or old grudges against 
others. How many lives have been 
blighted by this thing! 

§. Joseph lived for others. He was 
amply repaid for all his suffering in see- 
ing the blessing that it brought to his 
own and to the world about him. 

6. Notice the ending of his life. All is 
well that ends well. A Christian dying 
was heard to groan, being asked if all was 
well replied, “Yes,” but he was thinking 
of the part of his life that had been mis- 
spent. (Enlarge on these thoughts, us- 
ing appropriate illustrations and _inci- 
dents. )

Rev. 1:7, “Behold, he cometh with 
clouds; and every eye shall see him, and 
they ALSO which pierced him: and all 
kindreds of the earth shall wail because 
of him.”

And while they looked sted 
fastly toward heaven as he went up, be- 
hold, two men stood by them in white 
apparel; which also said, Ye men of Gal- 
ilee, why stand ye gazing up into heav- 
en? this same Jesus, which is taken up 
from you into heaven, shall so come in 
like manner as ye have seen him go into 
heaven.” 

We can look out for our Savior will 
soon appear on the clouds of glory to 
take all those home with Him who are 
waiting and watching. 

“And Enoch also, the seventh from 
Adam, prophesied of these, saying, Be- 
hold, the Lord cometh with ten thou- 
sands of his saints.”

The thought I want to bring out is, 
that just twenty-five years ago you could 
read the eleventh chapter of Revelation 
and wonder how the whole world would 
rejoice over the two prophets when it 
took at least two or three months for a 
letter to go over the whole world, to let 
the peonle all know about it. But remem- 
ber, Dan. 12:4 said, “Seal up the book, 
even to the time of the end: many shall 
run to and fro, and knowledge shall be 
increased.’”” We can see now very plain- 
ly as we read the eleventh chapter of 
Revelation, the radio stations and how 
that the news can go out all over the 
world in just a moment of time almost. 

Now we turn to Nahum 2:3, “The 
chariots shall be with flaming torches in 
the day of his preparation,. ... The 
chariots shall rage in the streets, they 
shall justle one against another in the 
broad ways: they shall seem like torches, 
they shall run like the lightnings.” 

You can go to the cities over our land 
and country and see the preparation of 
the coming of our Lord. We had better 
watch and pray, and be ready at all 
times, for it won’t be long I know. 

Luke 21:18, “And when these things 
begin to come to pass, then look up, and 
lift up your heads; for your redemption 
draweth nigh.” 

May the Lord bless every brother and 
sister who reads this. Let’s watch and 
pray that we may be ready to go when 
He shall come on the clouds of glory, 
to take His children to a better home 
than this.
